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We, Plastics Packaging Limited, a 
Conqway registSEred under ^ Laws cf Great 
Brimin, of Cmnbedand Avemi^ Paik Royal, 
London, N.W.IO, do haeby dedsxt the in- 
vention, for whldi we pray rhat a potent may 
be granted to ws, and the mediod by whic3i 
it is to be perf armed, to be particularly des- 
cribed in and by die foHowing statement: — 

THs invention idates to receptacles, for 
example ci^ of thin-walled plasDc material, 
for ezanaple, one of the disposable cups of 
generally-oosnical form, wMdi can be nested 
widi eoonomy of storage space. 

Aocoanding to tJie present invention, a nest- 
able reoeyrade of fleadble tiin-walled material, 
having a bottcmi and a g^i^ally conical side 
waS, bas tbe bottom formed witb a zecisss 
axntaining one or moxe tiansversely-exteDd* 
ing integral r&s. 

Tbe ribs give "die cup stiffness and ability 
to support the wd^ of a cupful of bot 
liquid, bas a tendency to cause the 

bottooi of tbe cup to sag, particularly if tbe 
Hqaid is ^ exm^ to aoftea tbe matgriri 
substandaHy. 

It is prefezxed ibat there are moie tban 
one rib and tbat these esctend parallel with 
eadi other, with a width a&out &^ud to half 
tibe spacing between adjacent ribs. 

In ope iorm of the invoxtioii the ribs 
merge into a flat annular ring constitndng 
the ofutcr part of the bottom. 

The inventicai may be carried into prac- 
tice in various ways and one embodmient 
will now be described by way of sample 
wnb reference to the accompanying draw- 
ings as applied to a ihin-walied generally 
corneal disposable dxinldng cup made of 
dieet plastics materid.

Figure I is an devation <^ ^e cup; 
Piguze 2 is a secdooa corresponding to the 
lower part of ¥tgm 1; and 
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Figure 5 is a plan view of the cup shown 
in Figure L 45 

The thidoaess of the material varies be- 
tween five thousandths of ah indh and thirty 
tl}ous3ndths of an inch^ and it has an ez- 
ternal rim 1 J at the top of ^e ^de wall 12 
g?ymg some sriffening and also has some ver- 50 
tically-^>aced horizontal stiffening ribs 13 in 
the middle portioin of the side ai the cup for 
sttcngth. At the bottom 14 of the ride wall 
are a number of circumfereixtial3y-^}aced in- 
dentatkxns 15, whidi enable ciq>s to be 55 
nested, 03^ within ihe other, widout being 
wedged togedier by vsme of die bottom xim 
16 ^ an n^er cap resting on the ledge 17 
ax the top of the indentatiQns 15 in a lower 
cap. 60 

The bottom of the cup has an inner por- 
tion which is sh'gjitLy recessed from the ex* 
texnal annular portion IS wfaidi rests on the 
taHe^ and the recused portion has five 
equally-spaced, depending, parallel trans- €5 
verse ribs 19 extending across iL The widtli 
of cadi rib is dmit equal to half tbe spac- 
ing between successive rib^ and tfa^ extend 
mcoe or less over the whole width of the 
recess.. In section^ eadx zib is itmi^y rect- 70 
angolar as shown in' Figure 2» giving the ~ 
section a castdlaxed ^jpeaianoe* It will be 
seen that when 'dbe cap is stmding on its 
bottom en a flat sui&ce^ the ribs are s{»ced 
a little above die flat sm&ce. 75 

Ths ribs give the cups sufBdent stiffne^ . 
to support the wetg^ of a cupful of hot tea.
